The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
the record fails to teach distinctly or obviously in a pertinent manner the limitations of 
equipment management data which is command data when the first information about 
transmission order is later then the second information, and for discarding the current 
command data when the first information about the transmission order is not later than 
the second information (page 14 of specification lines 1-20). The prior art of record fails 
to teach discarding of messages that are not received in appropriate order, for the 
purpose of equipment management. According to the specification a computer medium 
is limited to tangible item like disks (page 17 of specification, line 7). The prior art of 
record teaches discard of message, not received in a correct time period, duplicate 
message, message that have been invalidated, but fails to teach message that are 
discard based upon transmission order for the purpose of equipment management.
